Hol- 
loway was asked by Plummer 
Stewart, defense counsel. 

“They taught us there was no 
God, to do away with marriage 
laws, and overthrow the Govern- 
ment,” he replied. 

“What did they say about the 
Government?’ 

“Some said throw it out and 
some said to sweep it out.’” Hollo- 
way told of having a fight with 
union members because a telegram 
urging organization with Negroes 
was stolen. 

Several Loray mill employes, in- 
cluding the timekeeper, testified 
that Holloway was at work at the 
mill all night on the night of the 
trouble. 

Several other Loray employes 
were called as defense witnesses

Orderly Crowd at Woman’s Funer- 
al; Strike Fails to Materialize, 
By the Associated l’rese.

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 
ON NEGOTIATIONS

LONDON, Sept. 17.—An authori- 
tative statement on the position of 
the Anglo-American naval] negotia- 
tions follows: 

“A total cruiser strength of 50 
is desired for Great Britain. The 
cruisers however are divided into 
two categories, namely eight-inch 
gun and six-inch gun carriers. Brit- 
ain maintaing that its requirements 
compel it to divide its 50 cruisers 
into 15 eight-inch and $5 six-inch 
cruisers, making a total tonnage of 
389,000. 

“The United States proposal] {is 
for 21 eight-inch and 15 six-inch 
cruisers, but these latter vessels 
would have a larger tonnage than 
the corresponding British cruisers. 
The United States’ tonnage claim 
is 315,000. 

“The disputed margin at present 
between the two countries is three 
eight-inch cruisers and a tonnage 
of 15,000, as Britain suggests the 
United States’ total tonnage should 
be 300.000. 


Reduce Expenditures, 


“The British Government and 
the Admiralty stated how ceftain 
responsibilities, not connected with 
America, must enter into the calcu- 
lations,” the statement continued. 
“America then suggested they must 
have parity with ourselves, and to 
that we had no objection. But we 
also felt we must reduce expendi- 
ture, but not below the limit. of 
what we consider security and the 
fulfillment of our recponsibilities.

“The margin is involved firstly 
in the total tonnage of the cruiser 
category and secondly in the use 
which can be made of a margin 
of tonnage which is very narrow. 


Determined to Agree. 


“The British authorities are 
fully convinced that President Hoo.

margin. 

“We want to have 15 eight-zgun 
cruisers, which assumes a displace- 
ment for those of 146,000 tons. This 
leaves us 35 six-inerh enn cruisers 
with a tonnage of 192,000.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today appointed Brig- 
adier-General Lytle Brown as Chief 
of Army Engineers, to succeed 
Lieutenant-Genera!l Edgar Jadwin,

Brown will receive the rank of 


Major-General for a term of four 


years from date of acceptance of 
the post, 

Brown served in the Spanish- 
American War with the engineers 
ir the Santiago, Tuha, campaign 
and in the battle of San Juan Hil’ 
and the siege of that city. 

-He also has held many pos*s 
throughout the country with. the 
Engineer Corps. 

He was born at Vashville,aTenn., 
Nov. 22, 1872, and was appointed 
from that city to the Military Aca- 
demy in 1894 from which he was 
graduated in 1898. 

Corps to Be Reorganized. 

President Hoover, in announcing 
Brown's selection, said that tho 
vast amount of inland waterway 
work now confronting the Army 
Engineers necessitated important 
alterations in the organization of 
that corps so that there would be 
more definite responsibility and 
more continunity in the prosecution 
of such public works than has ob 
tained heretofore. 

Mr. Hoover added that an army

Sweeping changes in the structure 
and functions of the United States 
Tariff Commission are recommend- 
ed-by David J. Lewis, a forme 
member of the commission, in a 
report on the administrative clauses 
of the pending tariff bill, prepared 
at the request of Senator Norris 


(Rep.), Nebraska, 

Under Lewis’ proposal the com- 
mission would be converted into an 
adjunct of Congress, instead of the 
President, and rate changes rec- 
ommended by it would automatic- 
ally become effective within 30 
days unless rejected by Congress. 
The commission would continue to 
have six members, but instead of 
being chosen by the executive, as 
at present, they would be named 
by the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the House and the Finance 
Committee of the Senate, subject 
to the approval of Congress. No 
more than three members could be 
chosen from any one political 
party. Appointments would be 
limited to economists, jurists or 
publicists not interested in indus- 
tries affected by tne tarrif. The 
term would be 12 rs and the 
salary $10,000 each. 

Protection for Consumer, 

Another important innovation 
would be the appointment of a 
people’s counsel to safeguard the 
consumer’s interest in rate’ dis- 
putes. 

“It is grotesque,” declared Lew- 
is, discussing his proposal, “to ask 
Congress to compute tariff rates on 
hundreds of thousands of articles 
of commerce. That is what it is 
now trying to do.” 

“Congress might be making rail- 
road rates in the same foolish way, 
for it has the constitutional power 
to do so. But it wisely determined 
to lay down the rules by which 
railway tarrifs should be made and 


leave the task of computation to 
the Interstate Commerce Commiss- 
ion, 

“This is what was intended to 
be accomplished through the pres- 
ent Tariff Commission. This com- 
mission has broken down because 
of one circumstance, The domi- 
nant member in the system, The 
President, is the chief of a polit- 
ical .party. Unfit appointments to 
the commission and lack of impar- 
tiality in the application of the 
rules for tariff rate computation 
have resulted from this cause. 

Presidents and Politics. 

“While no intelligent person be- 
lieves that a president could be in- 
fluenced by money considerations 
very few believe that he is equally 
immune where party advantage or 
a second term allurement become 
involved, 

“The rights and interests of com- 
merce are too serious to be thus 
recklessly treated. In Canada, 
Australia and Great Britain the 
commission idea has been sdopted. 
Congress is quite able to define and 
declare principles, but it is ridicu- 
lous to think of it applying them 
to the infinite circumstances of 
commerce and industry. 

“To quote just one example. As 
1 have said, the articles covered 
by our tarrif'run into the hun- 
dreds of thousands. each with dif- 
ferent costs in different countries. 
Congress does not even catalogue 
more than about § per cent of 
them. Instead, it resorts to bas- 
ket or catch-all clauses, like ‘sci- 
entific instruments, 40 per cent.’ 
Under some 218 such basket 
clauses, many thousands of arti- 
cles are included, which are not 
produced here at all, and as to 
which the protective policy can 
have no application. Yet on such 
articles consumers must pay the 
tariff sales tax. 

“What do you suppose the com- 
putation of the rates themselves 
to be like when the articles never

Detroit Man’s Father Had 

- Paid $5000 Ransom but 
Abductors’ Arrest De- 
layed Release.

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 17.— 
After having been held prisoner 
since last Wednesday by kidnapers 
who blindfolded him and chained 
him to a bed, Matthew Hoidreith 
Jr., 24 years old, son of a restau-

Bend, Ind.. was found late yester- 
day and released by police. *’o 
report of the abduction had been 
made previously to the police. 
Inspector Henry J. Garvin, head 
of the police crime and bomb squad, 
said he learned Holdreith’s ‘ather 
paid $5000 to his son’s abductors 
Saturday. The youth’s release was 
prevented by the inadvertent cap- 
ture by police of two of the kidnap- 
ers as they left the rendezvous 
where the elder Holdreith was said 
to have turned over the money. 
Edward Wilds and Frank Hohfer, 
named by Garvin as two of the kid- | 
napers, were taken by police Sat- 
urday night after a running gun 
fight with a police seout car which 
was seeking a stolep taxicab. Po- 
lice at that time did not know of 
the kidnaping. Wilds and Hohfer 
admitted last night, however, after 
the young man’s release, that they 
were members of the band that kid- 
naped him and that more than 
$4000 one of them was carrying 
when they were arrested represent. 
ed part of the ransom money. 
Investigation by Garvin and 
Frank G. Schemanske. an assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney, disclosed 
that Holdreith was kidnaped last 
Wednesday from in front of his 
house by three men who posed as 
policemen by telling him he was 
under arrest for investigation in 
connection with an automobile ac- 
cident.

Twenty oil derricks scattered 
through the hills ‘ringing the San- 
ta Clara River Valley have been 
burned. 

The fire, which was started yes- 
terday by a break in,an electric 
power line, swept through . Santa 
Jaula canyon last night after it 
had been fed to seething fury’ by 
the oil bespattered side of Ahe 
mountain. About 250 residents of 
the canyon area were ordered out 
of their homes as a precautionary 
measure, 

When the fire reached the top 
of Sulphur Mountain a tank con- 
taining 11,000 barrels of oil boiled 
over from the heat and spilled its 
inflammable contents toward the 
valley below.

WRACKEN OPPOSE

Commerce Department Aid’s 
Statement Follows Suggestion 
by Operator for Control.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 17.— 
Discouragement of any thought of 
governmental regulation of air 
transportation lines similar to that 
exerecised over the railroads was 
urged on air transport executives 


in session here today by William P. 
MacCracken, Assistant Secretary of 


Commerce for Aeronautics. 

The railroads, MacCracken told 
the air executives, were not placed 
under governmental regulation un- 
til after 75 years of existence when 
‘pernicious © practices made it 
necessary.” ' 

‘The new air industry,” the As- 


sistant Secretary said, “should 
regulate itself as far as possible 
and keep out of governmental con- 
trol because any group of Govern- 
ment officers, no matter however 
great their ability and_ sincerity, 
can not sit in judgment upon the 
needs of the air industry as can 
the industry itself.” 

The Aeronautic Secretary's state- 
ment followed an address by Erle 
P. Halliburton, Duncan, Ok., 
president of the Southwest Air Ex- 
press, who favored some effective 
form of regulation. Halliburton 
urged that the air transportation 
conference promptly stbmit to 
Congress for its consideration the 
facts that will lead to the proper 
amendment of the Interstate Com- 
merce act itself or the enactment 
of suitable laws to bring about that 
result. 

After pointing out that passen- 
‘gers and freight rates varied with 
the various air lines and even va- 
ried with distance traveled on the 
same line, Halliburton, said that 
régulation had become necessary. 

“The air lines have reached that 
stage where they should be regu- 
lated and protected by an institu- 
tion similar to that of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, if not 
by the commission itself. Thus the 
public would derive the full bene- 
fit of the fast transit afforded by 
air and the invéstors’ money be*se- 
cured by building up traffic and 
elimination of the transportation 
wastés that are existent among cer- 
tain air lines today.” 

Like MacCracken, Major-Gen- 
eral John F. O’Ryan, president of 
the Colonia) Airways System, urged 
that the air linés of the country be 
kept out of Government control.

Sets on Display Much More 
Compact Than Hitherto 
and Cabinet Designs Are 
Dignified.

The fifth annual Southwest Na- 
tional Radio Show opened yester- 


national distributors exhibiting 
their latest receivers and accesso- 


ries. The management reported 
that 14,900 persons filed through 
the doors between 2 and 11 p. m. 
The show will continue daily, from 
11 a. m. to 11 p. m., through Satur- 
day. 

Visitors observed that the flair 
for garish cabinets of Oriental de- 
sign and clashing colors had 
passed. With few exceptions the 
1930 cabinets on display revealed 
a dignity and quietness of design 
and finish. 

The sets, without exception, are 
more compact than the sets of a 
year or two ago. Ali are powered 
from wail sockets with the excep- 
tion of the small portable sets of- 
fered by a few distributors. 

The principal talking points of 
the floor salesmen were selectivity 
and tone quality with occasional 


references to dynamic speakers 
and screen sets. Numerous re- 
ceivers were exhibited with at. 


tachments to enable the operator 
to obtain favorite stations merely 
by pressing buttons. One $500 get 
had a 50-foot cable permitting 
control of the set from another 
room. 

A continuous round of entertain. 
ment is offered visitors to the 
show. In a glass-inclosed studio at 
one end of the arena, radio pro- 
grams were broadcast through lo- 
cal stations and simultaneously 
sent through amplifiers to various 
parts of the Coliseum.

ITH the pennant clinched, a 
mere handful of fans turned 

out to view the game between 
the Macks and the Browns, yes- 
terday.

PORTLAND HAS 
STRONG 8-MAN 
GOLF TEAM 


‘ PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. - 17.— 
Portland has. an eight-man golf 


team believed by many sports au- 
thorities to be capable of defeating 
a similar team from any other city 
in the count*y, regardless of nopu- 
lation. All eight players entered 
the recent national amateur cham- 
pionships : Pebble Beach, Cal, 
and four of' them were among the 
32 from the entire country and 
abroad to qualify in the medal 
round. They included, of course, 
Dr. O. F. Willing, who made a 
stubborn fight for the title lost by 
Bobby Jones, but was defeated in 
the finals by Harrison Johnston of 
St. Paul. 

Besides Dr. Willing the Portland 
golfers who played at Pebble Beach 
and who comprise a formidable 
team are Don Moe, who holds the 
Western amateur championship; 
Frank Dolp, present Pacific North- 
west champ!on and twice holder of 
the Western amateur title; Rudie 
Wilhelm, Roy Moe, Vincent Dolp, 
Russell Smith and Malcolm Mac- 
Naughton. All of these, with the 
exception of MacNaughton, who is 
just breaking into tournament play, 
have won out in important tourna- 
ments. Really included if the 
group, although his home is.at 
Medford in Southern Oregon, is H. 
Chandler Egan, who twice held 
the national amateur title some 
two decades ago and who staged 
an impressive comeback at Pebble 
Beach by fighting his way to the 
semifinals and losing there to Dr. 
Willing, his fellow Oregonian. Will- 
ing and Don Moe are officially 
ranked in the first 10 American 
amateurs, while Frank Dolp is 
ranked in the second 10. Only New 
York and Boston have as large a 
representation among the 20 rank- 
ing players. 

The great hold that golf is get- 
ting upon the American public is 
nowhere better illustrated than in 
Portland. With a. population of 
360,000 people, Portland has 18 
golf courses, including three that 
are municipally owner, eight club 
courses and seven that are oper- 
ated commercially. All are heav- 
ily patronized throughout the year, 
with only occasional interruptions 
in winter by severe weather. The 
long playing season, it is believed, 
has something to do wth the de- 
vélopment. of so many players who 
are nationally known. It is inter- 
esting to note that Dr. Willing and 
‘five of his associates, the Dolp 
and 
Wilhelm, all live@:as. boys in the 
same suburb of Portiand and@ all 
got their first taste of golf as cad- 
dies at the Waverly Country Club. 
All six started as players*on ‘the 
Eastmoreland municipal course -be- 
fore they joined private clubs. 
Portland Wants National Amateur. 

Within the next few yeare it is 
proposed to issue an invitation for 
the national amateur to be staged 
in Portland. As the Pebble Beach 
tournament was the first time the 
big amateur event has been held 
on the Pacific Coast, it _is realized 
that it would be hopeless to ex- 
Yet: Port- 
land wants to play the role of host 
and thinks it will be given consid- 
eration because of the excellent 
golf facilities here and its promi- 


n@t representation in  totirna- 
mente, _ 
Dr. Willing, who came so close 


to winning the title this. year, is 39 
years old and has been playing the 
game—except as he dubbed around 
as a caddie—only 11 years. 

“Whatever success I may achieve 
in the golf world*I owe ‘to two 
things,”’ said Willing recently. “The 
firat is close study of the best 
forms of good players and the sec- 
ond has been determination to carry 
out the best points of each: play- 
er’s style in my own practice. This 
observation, I have found, is the 
best guide for me. Ihave never 
taken a lesson from a profes- 
sional.”’ 

Qualified at St. Louis. 

During the war Willing, as a 
lieutenant in service, was stationed 
on the Atlafitic Coast. There he 
studied the style of such . famous 
players as Walter Hagen, Bobby 
Jones, Chick Evans ‘and others 
who engaged in Red Cross benefit 
matches. In 1918 he won: his first 
trophy in a small tournanient in 
Virginia. His first victory in fhe 
West was the Portland city tour- 
nament in 1920. He qualified in 
the national amateur at‘ St. Louis 
in 1921, but was put out in ‘the 
second round by Bobby Jones. He 
won the Oregon championship that 
year. 

It was‘in 1923 that Willing 
gained international prominence as 
a member of the Walker cup team. 
His 2-and-1 victory over A. Mur- 
ray at that time decided the con- 
test against Great Britain and in 
favor of the United States. Twice 
since 1921 Dr. Willing has entered 
the national amateur, but not until 
this year did he get far in the 
competition. Next year he expects 
to try again for the title. 

A circumstance that is still be- 
wildering Portland golf followers 
was the unfriendly attitude of the 
gallery toward Willing at the 
Pebble Beach tournament. This

How 
the company induced the Legisla- 
ture to pass a special act for its 
benefit remains a 43-year-old mys- 
tery of the variety sometimes en- 
countered in the dealings between 
legislatures and public utility cor- 
porations. Admittedly, the  pur- 
pose was to enable the company to 
evade existing statutes governing 
the operation of such utilities. 

Many years later. when motor 
busses and supplanted horse-drawn 
conveyances, and extensions and 
additions to the old route became 
desirable, the company obtained 
grants from the State Railroad 
Commission. The legality of these 
was afterward questioned, and al] 
of them are now held invalid. All 
the routes subsequently added were 
opened under the authority of rev- 
ocable permits granted by the city. 

At various times th company 
has sought to obtain franchises 
for these lines, and still makes 
periodic attempts in that direction. 
But the city has learned that to 
grant a franchise is to surrender 
home rule, and has rigidly limited 
the company to operating under 
revocable permits. That. this 
practice has not hindered the de- 

‘lopment and extension of the 
system is vividly demonstrated by 
the fact that the unfranchised 
routes comprise seven-eighths of 
the company’s present system. 


As the city grew and motorbus 
transportation developed, new 
companies appeared in the field. 
The rule of granting only revocable 
permits likewise was applied to 
them, with the unimportant excep- 
tion of the 6-year franchises al- 
realy described. 

The inviolability of the vested 
right conferred by a franchise was 
signally illustrated a few years 
ago. Certain of the surface car 
lines were abandoned by the com- 
panies which owned them, because 
they were unprofitable. Immedi- 
ately, some of the “independent” 
bus. companies began to operate 
along those _ streets. Since the 
street car company still owned 
franchises on those streets, it was 
able immediately to obtain an in- 
junction restraining the busses 
fron. running on them, although 
the busses furnished the only 
means of transportation on those 
routes. 

The car company was content 
not to serve the injunction, but it 
still hangs over the bus lines, and 
whenever the car company is 
ready to open its own bus lines on 
those streets, it is expected to 
serve the injunction, and banish 
the “independents” from the 
routes. Its power to do so, of 
course, arises from its possession 
of the old unexpired franchises. 

Applications for permission to 
operate bus lines are made on the 
ground of “convenience and neces- 
sity.”

King Solomon, made a 
plea before the League of Nations 

Assembly yesterday for the Chris- 
tian peoples of the world to lend 
united aid in bringing peace to 
Palestine. 

Speaking in French, Massai told 
the League assembly's committee 
on political questions that he re- 
gretted to say the Christian resi- 
dents of Palestine were taking 
sides in the dispute between the 
Jews and Arabs instead of acting 
as peacemakers. = 

He urged Christians in the 
spirit of their religioi. to do every- 
thing in their power to bring the 
contending groups to an amicable 
settlement. If that were not done, 
he called on the League to exercise 
its influence to put an end to the 
disorders in Palestine. At the same 
time he expressed tha.ks to the 
British Government for its efforts 
to restore order among the con- 
tending peoples within its man- 
datory territory. 


The inhabitants of Abyssinia in- 
clude: a group known as the Fal- 
asha or Abyssinian Jews. The 
country appears to have 
originally peopled by the eastern 
branch of the Hamitic family and 
the majoritr of its people have 
been described as a riixed Hamito- 
Semitic race. Christianity became 
the state religion many centuries 
ago. The King of Abyssinia is re- 
puted to be a descendant of King 
Solomon of Israel and the Queen 
of Sheba (Ethiopia or Abysinnia) 
as are some of the leading families 
of the country. 


DENIES THAT FRENCH INTEND 
TO RE-OCCUPY WIESBADEN 


COBLENZ, Germany, Sept. 17.— 
Exaggerated reports of French in- 
tentions to reoccupy Wiesbaden as 
soon as British troops have been 
evacuated were explicitly denied 
today by the French chief delegate, 
Noel, speaking in the name of Di- 
rector Tirard of the Interallied 
Rhineland Commission in an inter- 
view in the Berlin Tagebliatt. 

It was declared that replacement 
of the British occupying forces by 
French troops had not been consid- 
ered, and that only a small guard 
will be maintained at Wiesbaden 
for protection of the _ interallied 
commission which will make its 
headquarters there, the purpose of 
the guard is to protect the com- 
mission from the possible repeti- 
tion of provocative incidents such 
as occurred in Wiesbaden in the 
early days of the occupation.

The decision was handed down in 
a Minnesota case involving profit 
made by Charles W. Bunn in 1924 
by the sale of certain county and 
city bonds which he had purchased 
for investment in 1919. He paid 
income tax on the profit, under 
protest, and sought a refund by 
court action. The Minnesota court 
ruled in his favor and the appellate 
court yesterday, affirmed the de- 
cision. 

In his opinion Judge Stone held 
that such a tax injuriously affected 
the borrowing power of the munici- 
palities which issued the bonds, 
upholding the contention of Bunn‘s 
lawyers that the tax was a viola- 
tion of the constitutional principle 
which forbids either the Federal 
Government.or a state government 
to adopt a law which interferes 
with the proper exercise of the gov- 
ernmental powers of the other. 

“Anything which would usually 
influence the public in buying or 
refraining from buying such securi- 
ties unquestiorm&ble is a burden and 
an impediment upon such borrow- 
ing power,” said the opinion. “It 
is a matter of common knowledge 
that municipal securities are _ al- 
most always issued for a long term 
of years. If the original buyers of 
such securities from the municipal- 
ities were confined to those who 
expected to hold them until maturi- 
ity, comparatively few such securi- 
ties would issue and upon terms 
not favorable to the municipalities. 

“It is also common knowledge 
that the interest rate on such se- 
curities is usually lower than that 
upon currently issued private se- 
curities. Two of the main attrac- 
tions of such securitées are that 
they are tax-free and offer a 
chance for profit in re-sale. To 
say that taxation upon such profit 
would not affect purchase and 
therefore prices of such securities 
seems unfounded. It would materi- 
ally lessen the attractiveness of 
such securities and thereby affect 
the borrowing power injuriously.”

Watch Young Catholics—Accuses Pon- 
tiff of Meddling in Politics. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World, 
ROME, Sept. 17.—Under the 


headline “Let's argue with the 
Pope,” the Giornale d'Italia prints 
on its front page an article severely 
criticising Pope Pius XI for de- 
nouncing Government surveillance 


over the activities of the Young 
Catholics’ Association. The article 
is unsigned. 

It is frankly an answer to state- 
ments made by the Pope in an 
audience with monitors of the 
Young Catholics’ organization. In 
the course of his remarks the Pope 
described the Young Catholics as 
martyrs being persecuted by the 
Italian authorities. 

The Pope’s words were regard- 
ed by Catholics as his answer to a 
statement by Premier Mussolini 
when he addressed the Fascist ex- 
ecutives last Saturday. At that 
time the Premie: stated that 9000 
sentinels throughout the country 
were watching Catholic clergy and 
laymen for signs of enmity to the 
Fascist regime. 

The Fascist newspaper character- 
izes the Pope’s words as “aggres- 
sive.” The Young Catholi-s’ or- 
ganization, it continues, is political 
in character and the State has the 
right to watch it closely.. 

“Will Be Called Upon.” 

The newspaper, after quoting the 
Pope as saying, “The day will come 
when reliable men of undoubted 
honesty will be wanted and then 
you (the Young Catholics) will be 
called upon,’ says that the words 
are an insult to all Italians not par~ 
ticipating ix. activities of the Young 
Catholics’ Association. Respect for 
the Pope, the article continues, 
“does not remove our right and 
our duty to rebut his unconsidered 
words.” 

The Giornale d'Italia accuses the 
Pope of meddling in politics. It 
warns him “he must be careful 
what he says when he detaches 
himself from his duty of teaching 
devotion to God.” 

Otherwise, the newspaper con- 
cludes, the Pope may find ready 
opposition from 99 per cent of Ital- 
ians. 

Views of Other Papers. 

The. ultra-Fascist Impero 
takes exception to the 
words. 

A plea for an end of polemics 
between the Holy See and the Ital- 
ian state constitutes the leading ar- 
ticle of the Popolo di Roma, which 
deplores that “a most high author- 
ity’’ should descend to pronouncing 
“phrases unworthy of his proper 
prestige and fall into exaggera- 
tions.” 

This newspaper asserts control or 
surveillance over Catholic organ-

The proposals designed to bring 
about an international agreement 
for the limitation of production of 


heroin, morphine and cocaine 
were regarded as representing a 
complete reversal by the Labor 


Government of the late Baldwin 
Government’s attitude on limitation 
and manufacture. 

The new British position was an- 
nounced to the Assembly’s Com- 
pmittee on Humanitarian and Social 
Questions by Noel Baker, member 
of Parliament. The Conservative 
Govern: .ent had declined to enter 
an agreement seeking to limit the 
manufacture of narcotics, and to- 
day’s pronouncement was hailed as 
a great victory by persons interest- 
ed in the suppression of illicit traf- 
fic in narcotics. 

Recommendation is that the 
League Council invite the govern- 
ments of countries in which narcot- 
ics are manufactured to confer as 
to the possibility of reaching an 
agreement ~*n the total amount of 
each of the various forms to be 
manufactured annually and on the 
quota of each that these countries 
should manufacture. ;

The Chamber of Commerce committee, of which 
Judge Hugo Grimm is chairman, has a very impor- 
tant task before it.

Nor is St 
Louis bashful about assessing taxes against all sorts 
of business. Mr. Nolte’s annual report shows that 
a considerable part of the city’s revenue is picked 
up around town willy-nilly. Gasoline dealers pay a 
sales tax. The banks pay a stock tax. Insurance 
companies pay a reserve tax. The street railway 
company pays a mill tax and a street improvement 
tax. All the utilities pay franchise or permit taxes. 
It is the property tax rate that is remiss. We are 
convinced that when the Chamber of Commerce 
committee has gone into the subject thoroughly it 
will agree with us that no sort of makeshift taxes 
can take the place of an adequate property tax. The 
great American cities are very much alike. They 
all have about the same comparative maintenance 
costs, and we cannot meet ours while the per capita 
property tax of St. Louis is less than that of almost 
every other American city. 

One feature of Mr. Nolte’s report is cheering. The 
statutory borrowing margin of the city had risen

It is 
customary for owners to pay the salaries of their 
employes while in jail, as well as whatever fines 
are assessed. 

No modern speakeasy bartender takes a job now- 
-adays without exacting an agreement that he will 
be “taken care of” if and when he :;oes td jail. In 
most instances, after a bartender or porter has been 
convicted and sent up, the saloon continues opera- 
tion with a new staff of employes, the owner as 
usual keeping in the background. Thus the Volstead 
act has given rise to a new profession, subsidized 
jailbirds, while the business of bootlegging goes 
merrily on.

First, the hunter must provide himself with a State 
license and a special deer tag, the latter costing $1.50 
if he lives in the State and $50 if from out of the 
State. Upon killjog a deer the hunter must immedi- | 
ately sign his name, give his license number and 
affix the date to both original and duplicate deer 
tags. The duplicate must be mailed at once to the) 
State Game and Fish Department. The original tag 
is ordered attached to the deer carcass, where it. 
shall remain until final consumption, when it must | 
be mailed in to the game officials. Any violation of 
these rules carries a penalty ranging from a $500 fine 
to two years’ imprisonment. |

For sev- 
era. years a bitter struggle has been in 
progress at Albany for the development of 
a State power program that would protect 
the consumers. A sharp difference of opin- 
ion us 10 the method of development has 
deiayed the program. 

With the exception of Gov. Hughes, tHe 
Republicans have favored leasing our 
natural water power resources to private 
companies, Gov. Smith and more recent- 
ly Gov. Roosevelt have favered State de- 
velopment and operation.

The plan proposed by Gov. Rooserelt 
goes much further than State development. 
it provides that itn the distribution of State- 
generated energy, State contracts with the 
power companies replace the present un- 
satisfactory form of regulation. It involves 
the creation of a board of trustees to be 
appointed by the Governor, by and with 
the consent of the Senate, to be constituted 
as a public corporate entity. These power 
trustees would have no stockholders, but 
would be given the power to issue securi- 
ties to be sold to private investors. These 
securities would be exempt from Federa! 
and State taxation and would be secured 
by the power structures to be built and by 
the revenues derived from the sale of 
water power. The proceeds from the sale 
of the securities would, of course. be used 
to build the mecessary structures at the 
source of supply and equip them for the 
development of the power. Interest and 
Principal would be paid out of the pro- 
ceeds to be derived from the sale of the 
electrical energy produced. The securities 
would themselves be the obligation only of 
the public corporation, the power trustees. 
and not of the State itself. In this wary. 
neither the money nor the State would be 
expended nor its credit piedged. 


The power program involves a definite 
declaration of the public policy of the 
State that the natural water power sites 
in, upon or adjacent to the rivers to be 
developed shall remain inalienable to the 
People: that all structures necessary to 
the development of hydro-electric power. 
including dams and power plants, neces- 
sary for the generation of such hydro-elec- 
tric power, shall be built. financed. owned 
and physically operated by a public au- 
thority in accordance with a plan to be 
approved by the Legislature. 


So much for the question of developing 
the power. The other probiem, which is 
of even greater importance to the consum- 
ers, deals with the transmission and dis- 
tribution of this current from the plant 
where it is developed to the industries and 
homes of the people of the State. Gov. 
Roosevelt has announced, in the bill in- 
troduced at Albany last the defini- 
tive principles which should govern such

This plan. it is believed by the Gov-

ENID,. Ok., Sept. 17.—Street car 
service of which eve’ resident was 


proud back in 1907 when it was 
begun, has ceased in nid. 
A city ordinance, voiding and 


forfeiting the franchise granted to 
Cc. H. Bosler and associates of 
Dayton, O., Jan. 4, 1907, was 
passed by the City Commission, 
Aug. 29 and street car service was 
suspended Aug. 30. 

A street car motorman started 
to leave the car barn with a street 
car Sept. 5. He was promptly ar- 
rested, charged in police court with 
violation of the city ordinance, for- 
feiting the franchise. No further 
attempt has béen: made since to 
operate street cars. 

The real test on whether the city 
is to succeed entirely in banishing 
the Enid City Railway Co. from 
operation here is expected today, 
when the city expects to begin to 
remove street car tracks and tear 
down poles and overhead trolley 
wires. Unless prevented by in- 
junctions, the city expects to ac- 
complish enough of this work to 
make it impossible for the street 
car company ever again to operate 
cars. | 

Trolley Barely Made Evpenses. 

Morris McGrath, general man- 
ager of the local properties, has 
said he did not know what actiqn 
his company would wke. All the 
owners live in Dayton, where Bos- 
ler resides. 

The Enid City Railway Co. is the 
victim of the automobile Enid. 
situated on a level prairie, with 
wide streets which have been paved 
in recent years, offers every advan- 
tage to the automobile ard none 
to the street railway company.

While I was 
willing to advise with the men in 
charge of them and to give these 
officers any assistance in my pow- 
er, I always felt they should make 
their own decisions and’I rarely 
volunteered any advice. 

Many applications are made re- 
questing the President to seek to 
influence these bodies, and such 
applications were usually trans- 
mitted to them for their informa- 
tion without comment. Wherever 
they exercise judicial functions, I 
always felt that some impro- 
priety might attach to any sugges- 
tions from me. The parties be- 
fore them are entitled to a fair 
trial on the merits of their case, 
and to have judgment renjered 
by those to whom both sides have 
presented their evidence. If 
some one on the outside under- 
took to interfere, even if grave 
injustice was not done, the integ- 
rity of a commission which comes 
from a knowledge that it can be 
relied on to exercise its own in- 
dependent judgment would be 
very much impaired. 

I never hesitated to ask com- 
missions to speed up their work 
and get their business done, but 
i* they were not doing it correct- 
ly my remedy would be to sup- 
plant them with those who I 
thought would do better. At one 
time the Shipping Board adopted 
a resolution declaring their inde- 
pendence of the President and 
Claiming they were responsible 
solely to Congress. As I always 
considered they had a rather im- 
possible task, I doubted whether 
anyone could be very successful in: 
its performance. If they wished 
to try to relieve me of its respon- 
sibility, I had no personal objec- 
tion and felt I should probably be 
saved from considerable criticism.

RADITION and custom, it will 
Te seen, are oftentimes de- 
termining factors in the presi- 
dential office, as they are in all 
other walks of life. This is not 
because they are arbitrary or ar- 
tificial but bétause long experi- 
ence has demonstrated that they 
are the best methods of dealing 
with human affairs. Things are 
done in a certain way after many 
repetitions show that way causes 
the least friction and is most 
likely to bring the desired result.

The President gets the best ad- 
vice he can find, uses the best 
judgment at his command, and 
leaves the event in the hands of 
Providence. : 

Everything that the President 
does,. potentially at least, is of 
such great’ importance that he 
must be constantly on guard. This 
applies not only to himself, but 
to everybody about him.. Not 
only in all his official actions, but 
in all his' social intercourse, and 
even in his recreation and repose, 
he is constantly watched by a 
multitude of eyes to determine if 
there is anything unusual, ex- 
traordinary, or irregular, which 
can be set down in praise or in 
blame. 

Oftentimes, trifling incidents, 
some insignificant action, an un- 
fortunate phrase in an address, 
an injudicious letter, a lack of 
patience toward someone who. 
presents an impossible proposi- 
tion, too much. attention to one 
person, or too little courtesy to- 
wards another, become magnified 
into the sensation of the hour.

HEN St. Louisans returning 
W trom holidays spent in Europe 

begin comparing experiences 
and souvenirs probably none of 
these will prove more _ enviable 
than the tale Mrs. William Samuel! 
Scott, since her return last week, 
has been telling of an encounter 
with George Bernard Shaw with 
certain documents in evidence to 
verify it. 
Professional interviewers have 
reported the great Irish satirist as 
elusive as a gadfly, that being an 
impression they credit him with 
preferring to create. But Mrs. Scott 
did not find him so. Another 
popular impression, that there is 
nothing he enjoys more. than 
breaking lances with his critics, 
she also discountenances. And in- 
stead of being a red whiskered, 
savage, professed egoist he was 
found to be a modest, rather wist- 
ful, white bearded, well mannered 
old gentieman-—at least to 
Scott. She reports this 
sertive and supposedly’ self-con- 
fident figure in the world of let- 
ters as envying a mysician his gifts 
to mankind and ruefully declaring 
that his own laurels consist only of 
headaches and worry. 
Mrs. Scott who the last three 
years has been a lecturer for the 
New York Theater Guild in ad- 
vance of their play offerings over 
the country, the past three sum- 
mers has gone to Europe to study 
the foreign theater and indulge her 
fondness for the drama.
